THE  SEVENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  THE  TOWN 

OF  DUBLIN,  N.  H. 
For  the  Year  Ending  Feb.  15,  1899. 


At  its  annual  meeting  the  town  appropriated  $1,200  for  the  support 
of  schools,  which,  with  $128.64  left  over  from  last  year,  made  the 
amount  available  $1,328.64.  Of  this  amount  $1,273.26  has  been  ex- 
pended, leaving  $55.38  in  the  treasury. 

A  term  of  eleven  weeks  was  held  in  each  of  the  five  schoolhouses 
in  the  spring,  and  one  of  ten  in  the  autumn. 

After  considerable  investigation,  the  Board  decided  to  have  a  winter 
term  at  No.  i  schoolhouse  for  the  advanced  scholars  from  all  parts  of 
the  town.  One  at  the  town  house  to  accommodate  the  younger 
scholars  from  Nos.  i,  4  and  5,  and  one  at  the  No.  3  schoolhouse  for 
those  from  Nos.  2  and  3.  The  advanced  school  at  No.  i  continued  ten 
weeks.  The  other  two  but  five  weeks  each.  By  this  arrangement 
some  of  the  scholars  attended  school  thirty-one  weeks,  others  twenty- 
six  weeks,  while  those  who  did  not  go  to  the  winter  schools  attend- 
ed only  twenty-one  weeks. 

There  may  be  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  this  arrange- 
ment was  better  than  to  have  had  the  fall  term  prolonged  in  each  of 
the  schoolhouses. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  report,  conveyance  was  paid  for 
those  scholars  attending  these  winter  schools  who  lived  at  a  distance 
of  over  three  miles. 

Seventy-five  dollars  was  appropriated  for  text  books  and  supplies  ; 
this,  with  $15.60  left  over  from  last  year,  made  the  amount  available 
for  this  purpose,  $90.60 ;  of  this  $57.67  has  been  expended,  leaving 
$32.93  in  the  treasury. 

One  hundred  dollars  was  also  appropriated  for  repairs  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  No.  I  schoolhouse  would  have  to  be  re-shingled,  but 
upon  examination  it  was  thoiight  best  to  defer  this  work  until  another 
year,  and  this  amount  remains  in  the  treasury  unexpended. 

During  the  year  nine  different  teachers  have  been  employed  in  our 
schools.     Of  these,  three  had  given  us  efiicient  service  previouslj^  and 


fully  sustained  their  former  record.  The  other  six  came  to  us  as 
strangers,  but  with  good  recommendations.  All  worked  hard  to  fulfil 
their  duties  as  teachers,  and  in  most  cases  were  reasonably  successful. 
Some  of  our  teachers  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  not  being" 
familiar  with  the  text  books  used  here.  There  seems  to  be  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion  among  our  teachers  as  to  what  constitutes  good  order 
in  school.  Whispering  should  never  be  allowed,  and  the  practice  of 
allowing  scholars  to  sit  together  to  study  is  equally  bad.  We  believe, 
however,  that  the  order  in  our  schools  has  been  reasonably  good,  with 
the  exception  of  No.  i,  where  for  several  terms  past  it  has  been  lax. 
The  surroundings  of  the  schoolhouse  and  outbuildings  would  indicate 
that  some  of  the  scholars,  if  not  willful,  are  wantonly  careless.  We 
believe  that  the  fact  that  the  male  voters  in  this  school  precinct  have 
ceased  almost  entirely  to  visit  the  schools  has  had  a  bad  effect. 
Scholars  should  remember  that  the  last  few  years  of  their  school  life 
is  a  most  important  period  as  a  preparation  for  the  time  when  they 
will  be  dependent  on  themselves.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  recom- 
mendations to  be  asked  for  from  school  boards  and  teachers  by  would- 
be  emplo3'ers. 

Good  morals  being  of  the  first  importance,  and  essential  to  their 
progress  in  useful  knowledge,  scholars  should  avoid  all  vulgarity  and 
profanity,  falsehood  and  deceit,  and  every  wicked  and  disgraceful 
practice.  They  should  conduct  themselves  in  an  orderly  manner, 
both  in  and  out  of  school ;  be  diligent  and  attentive  to  their 
studies  ;  treat  each  other  politely  and  kindly  ;  respect  and  obey  their 
teachers,  and  be  punctual  in  their  daily  attendance. 

We  expect  our  teachers  to  make  the  teaching  of  their  schools  their 
main  business,  and  that  they  will  devote  their  best  energies  to  it,  and 
as  they  cannot  make  a  success  of  their  work  without  the  cooperation 
of  the  scholars,  why  should  not  parents  and  scholars  unite  in  having 
it  the  main  business  of  the  scholar  to  attend  the  school  every  day  of 
its  session.  While  we  know  that  some  of  the  absences  of  the  past 
year  were  unavoidable,  we  regard  it  as  a  great  hindrance  to  a  scholar's 
attaining  the  best  results  in  his  work.  It  also  upsets  the  work 
and  plans  of  the  teacher  and  has  a  bad  effect  on  the  school  in  many 
ways. 

It  is  an  almost  universal  rule  that  those  scholars  who  are  most  con- 
stant in  attendance  and  are  encouraged  by  the  interest  of  their  parents 
at  home,  are  those  that  rank  the  highest  in  their  studies. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  past  year,  we  feel  that  a  good  amount  of 
practical  work  has  been  done  in  our  schools.  It  has  seemed  to  be  the 
aim  of  our  teachers  to  teach  that  which  will  be  useful  to  the  scholars 
under  their  charge.  A  large  amount  of  written  work  was  shown  at 
the  closing  examinations,  which  was  well  done. 

The  spelling  blanks  showed  that  efiicient  work  had  been  done  in 
this  important  branch.     We  heard  some  excellent  recitations  in  read- 


ing,  histor}',  both  mental  and  written  arithmetic,  geography,  and 
botany.  The  latter  being  represented  in  some  cases  by  a  large  collec- 
tion of  specimens. 

The  matter  of  concentration  of  the  schools,  which  has  been  talked 
of  for  at  least  thirty-five  years,  has  been  somewhat  revived  this  year. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  School  Board,  however,  that  no  definite  move 
in  this  direction  is  advisable  at  present.  We  have  five  good  school- 
houses,  well  located,  and  well  suited  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
several  schools.     Let  us  all  strive  to  make  the  best  of  what  we  have. 

We  urge  all  of  our  citizens  to  show  their  interest  in  this  work  by  visit- 
ing the  schools.  Your  presence  there  will  do  good.  We  also  ask  you 
to  help  the  teachers  by  encouraging  the  scholars  to  faithfulness. 
They  need  encouragement  at  home. 

It  is  very  detrimental  to  any  school  for  parents  and  older  persons  to 
make  remarks  and  criticisms  about  the  teachers  and  schools  in  the 
hearing  of  the  scholars. 

Children  should  be  able  to  come  to  school  feeling  that  their  parents 
are  interested  in  their  studies.  L,et  all  cooperate  in  this  important 
work,  where  each  one  can  do  something  and  where  all  have  a  com- 
mon interest.
